The “‘Let’s Get Acquainted Program,’ including a 
“first-time bus program,” for kindergarteners has 
expanded to all four Agawam elementary schools 
for this year. 

Mayor Christopher Johnson has declared

On Friday, August 20th, there will be a ‘Safety 
Bug’’ Program at the Agawam Public Library at 
9:30 a.m. and 11:30 a.m. Parents of 
kindergarteners will receive information in the 
mail. 

The kindergarten orientation will be held 
August 25th at Phelps; August 26th, at Robinson 
Park; and August 27th at Granger and James 
Clark Schools. The program is for incoming 
kindergarten students, including walkers, and 
parents and caregivers. 


The program was begun by parent Susan Demp- 
sey at Phelps four years ago. Mrs. Dempsey, who 
was the mother of.a kindergarten boy and had just 
moved from sourthern California, knew nothing 
about the school her son was about to attend. 
Mrs. Dempsey told us, ‘Up until now, we’d had 
complete control (of our son) and now we had to 
give him up to complete strangers,” she said. The 
program orients parents as well as students by 
answering questions and making everyone feel 
welcomed. 

“As | got to know Mr. (William) Miller (principal 
at Phelps Elementary School), | learned that he 
had some very definite ideas about our children. 
He believed that in order to fulfill their potential, 
they must become independent,” said Mrs. Demp- 
sey. 

“We need to feel good about things and have 
our questions answered before we encourage in- 
dependence. | need my questions answered 
before | can answer my child’s. That’s what the 
Program is all about,” she said.

Rheault, 59, said he will now concentrate on 
collecting the necessary signatures to place his 
name on the ballot. Rheault has until Tuesday, 
August 17th to submit his signatures and until 
Thursday, September 2nd to decide whether or 
not to seek the office. 


“Over the next few weeks | have many things to 
work on and | will clearly define what | intend to 
do within that time frame,” Rheault said. 


Rheault served on the Agawam Town Council 
for 14 years, including seven as its council presi- 
dent. Considered an exceptional parliamentarian, 
Rheault has often been critical of Johnson, as has 
Mrs. Willis. 


Rheault is a pharmaceutical salesman who is 
currently on temporary leave from his job.

Cautions Townsfolk About Food 


If it sounds too good to be true, it probably is! 

And a lot of Home’Food Delivery customers are 
finding out that the price of the prepackaged 
meat, edible fish, and poultry they've purchased 
from area companies is a Jot. more than the 
packaged price at the local supermarket. 

The Western Masssachusetts Association of 
Sealers of Weights and Measures is looking into 
the packaging and pricing of such items by com- 
panies who deliver bulk frozen foods to the 
customers’ doorstep. 

Agawam Sealer Timothy Reardon cautions con- 
sumers that by state law, the net weight, the price 
per pound, and the total price of each individual 
item purchased must be specified clearly on the 
package. 

In many of the six firms investigated to date, 
those specifics are conspicuously absent. 

Reardon notes that many home food delivery 
services sell a “package” of meals, rather than 
delineating portions or individual products. 

Reardon noted as an example that hamburger, 
sirloin steak, and pork chops must be weighed 
separately, priced separately, and packaged with 
a total price. ‘You can’t mix the hamburg and the 
other items in one package for one price,” Rear- 
don said. “That's against the law.” 

Reardon said his investigation has uncovered 
cases where consumers have paid up to $7.99 per 
pound for boneless chicken breast. At top price in 
area markets, the highest price is usually $4.99, 
and, ‘This week, one local market has that pro- 
duct on sale for $1.99 a pound,” Reardon said. 


Delivery 


Some customers are paying three times the price 
local markets charge for such products: 

He added that that convenience of home 
delivery (in most cases) doesn’t balance out the 
difference. : 

Reardon recently sat in on a sales pitch from 
one such company, and was surprised to’ hear the 
salesman state that there was no requirement on 
net weight, price per pound, or total price required 
in Massachusetts. Reardon pulled out a copy of 
the general laws (chapter and verse), identified 
himself, and requested the salesman’s driver's 
license before moving up to confront that com- 
pany’s management. ‘ 

In another case, an area couple who withstood 
several hours of sales pitch gave in and bought a 
foods package totaling $2,300 and a $1,900 freezer 
(at a whopping 18 percent interest) to store the 
food in. 

“The salesman just wore them down,” Reardon 
said. 

He and Westfield Sealer Robert Popko are look- 
ing for public assistance as they continue their in- 
vestigation into the problem and ask citizens who 
are geiting such sales pitch to contact them. 

“We are willing to sit in on a sales pitch as a 
‘friend’ and see what is offered,” he said. 

If you have been approached by such com- 
panies, if you have requested a presentation, or if 
you are a questioning customer already under 
contract, the sealers would like to hear from you.

_ Drug abuse has rapidly climbed the ladder of 
importance to where it is now the number-one pro- 
blem facing our country today. It’s important at 
the outset to say that drug abuse is a societal pro- 
blem, and one which will take the honest efforts 
of all concerned if we are to someday realize any 
measure of success. 

Parents, teachers, and the police all share a 
responsibility to each other as well as the kids to 
make sure that all fronts are covered. We cannot 
allow our individual and collective efforts to be 
undermined by feelings of apathy and bitterness 
as we look to focus blame. We will start with the 
number-one defense against the problem 
parents. 

Without a solid homefront, without demonstra- 
tion through example, without the love, care, and 
understanding experienced by a closeknit family, 
all. other efforts will most assuredly fail. That is 
not to point a finger at any one group—it is simply 
a statement of fact. 

We are all parents first, teachers and police 
second. We have to make sure our own house isin 
order before we attempt to put on the uniform and 
straighten out others. It will matter not what our 
children learn in school, nor how successful drug 
prevention programs become, if the child returns 
home at night to an unhappy, drug-infested en- 
vironment, all other efforts are doomed to failure. 

Before we become too involved with ourselves, 
our work, and our interpersonal relationships, we 
had better get more involved with our kids. Talk a 
little, listen a lot, and above all else, stay in touch 
with your feelings.

Teachers will also play an important part in our 


children’s development. Six hours a day, five days _ 


a week, nine months of the year, teachers are with 
the kids teaching everything from reading and 
writing, to manners and hygiene. Teachers are 
constantly on parade in front of their students, 
and what they say and do will have a very large in- 
fluence on the future of these kids. 

Teaching is a difficult profession; a course of 
study has to be established and adhered to, and

more importantly, the students’ attention has to 
be captured in order for the message to be proper- 
ly received. This might indeed be a simpler task, 
were it not for the ever-present class clown or 
troublemaker. A teacher's responsibility is enor- 
mous, and from most of what | have observed, it is 
met with humor, dignity, and class. 


Lastly, we have the police. It is with a great deal 
of pride that | say we are now taking a much more 
active role in the prevention process. Nationwide, 
we are feeling the effects of increased crime and 
overcrowded prisons. Repeat offenders are our 
biggest problem, and | dare say all are drug- 
dependent. ; 

Although our efforts to work within the system 
are honest and undying, the system has weaken- 
ed under the load. It is no longer equipped to deal 
with the increased criminal activity. 

If the truth be known, there is no juvenile justice 
system in Massachusetts. Its ineffectiveness 
renders it virtually useless ... and where, | ask, 
could it possibly hurt us more? 

We, as police officers, have to at least make an 
attempt to deal with the problem on a much more 
human level. Communications must be opened up 
to the point where there is at least a basic 
understanding between ourselves and the kids. 
Trust might be too strong a word, too soon, but it 
is certainly within our reach should we decide to 
move in that direction. 

We, in uniform, don’t need any more enemies. 
They are everywhere, and in order to hold the line 
we will, at some point, have to start recruiting kids 
and adults alike. It will not be an easy task, but 
one which will provide dividends in the future. 

Parents, teachers, and the police—collectively 
we can make an impact on our kids. Together, we 
can come up with the answers to those yet- 
unanswered questions. Together, we can save our 
kids the misery and grief associated with drug 
dependency.

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Mrs. Willis Urges _ 
Careful Planning Of 
Town’s Riverfront 


Town councilor and mayoral candidate Joanne 
Willis feels that the vast expanse of shoreline on 
both the Connecticut River and its tributary, the 
Westfield River, must be cared for and that any 
development on Agawam’s shoreline must be 
carefully planned. 

Not many people realize that there are over 10 
miles of waterway, where recreation can take 
place. With the advent of modern waste water 
treatment plants and a curtailment of industrial 
contamination, the Connecticut River and the 
Westfield River offer great possibilities. 

Over 20 different species of fish inhabit the 
waters that flow by and through Agawam. As 
more Atlantic Salmon and Atlantic Shad migrate 
up our rivers during the annual spring spawning 
run, the popularity of our rivers as a recreational 
resource continues to increase. Water qaulity has 
improved to the extent that swimming and water 
skiing now take place and the fish are of edible 
quality. 

“We must insure that we not only protect and 
preserve this wonderful resource for ourselves 
and for generations to come, but must make it 
possible for our citizens to have access to the 
publicly owned portions of the shoreline. 

“Nature does not recognize political boun- 
daries, and whatever affects these waterways 
either upstream or downstream has an affect on 
all of the communities which border these rivers.” 

Springfield’s plans for riverboat gambling, 
although it will take place across the river, will 
nonetheless have an impact on the river and the 
manner in which development may take place. 
Agawam must participate in a regional approach 
to sane and sound management of such projects, 
such as the possible reconstruction of the Enfield 
Dam by the Army Corps of Engineers. By par- 
ticipating in regional planning, the proposed 
dredging to widen the channel for large water 
craft, coupled with providing access to the ocean 
with a repairing of the Windsor Locks canal, can 
have long term beneficial effects on the quality of 
recreation as well as enhancement of commercial 
enterprises which may benefit from such 2 
restoration.

The first 12 months of a baby’s life is an ex- 
citing time for parents who will witness their 
baby’s first smile, first laugh and even its first 
steps. The next 12 months can be equally ex- 
citing, but, also dangerous if safety isn’t foremost 
in the parents’ mind. 

The Agawam Fire Department offers the follow- 
ing checklist to help “‘babyproof” your home. 

1. Are matches and cigarette lighters kept out 
of children’s reach or in a childproof container? 

2. Do family members have a rule never to hold 
a small child while handling hot liquids, such asa 
cup of coffee or a pot of hot water? 

3. Are hot liquids placed out of child’s reach? 
Remember, young children will pull a tablecloth 
| off a table. 

| 4. Are small children not allowed to play in the 
| kitchen? Not only could they burn themselves on 
| a hot stove, but an adult could fall over them while 
removing a pan, and carrying a heated substance 
from the stove. 

5. Are electric outlet covers on all unused 
outlets? 

6. Are electric cords in good condition and out 
of reach of children, especially in the teething 
stage? 

7. Do family members know never to leave a 
small child unattended in the bathtub? Not only 
could this create a drowning problem, but a poten- 
tial scald burn also. 

8. Have you installed door stops and safety 
knobs to prevent children from opening forbidden 
doors? Remember to also use adaptable latches 
and locks for medicine cabinets and cabinets 
containing cleaners or other poisonous 
substances. 

9. Additionally, consider the following: 

* Every baby should be strapped in an approved 
infant seat when being transported in a vehicle. 

* Children should also be strapped in when 
riding in a stroller. 

* Dangerous tools should be kept out of 
children’s reach. 

* Wells, pools, and cisterns should be well pro- 
tected. 

* Plastic bags should be discarded or inac- 
cessible to small children. 

* Firearms should be locked up, and ammuni- 
tion should be locked away in a different location. 

* More than 700 varieties of household plants 
and flowers are poisonous when eaten, therefore, 
keep plants out of children’s reach.

Henry Otto Remembers 
(Part One) 


When Henry Otto’s parents left Germany, the 
grandfather advised them to build their house in 
America on high ground in order to avoid pro- 
blems with wetlands as they knew it at home. The 
spot they chose was on Meadow Street in 
Agawam, between the street and what is now 
Route 57. The site is now occupied by another 
house and another family. ; 

Four daughters were born there and then Henry, 
the only boy. At an early age, Henry was spending 
his time outdoors working with his father on the 
farm. He would ride the horse when they were 
cultivating and because he was small, he would 
climb onto the horse’s back by way of the 
harness. 


His father also worked for C.W. Hull, Sr. peddl- 
ing milk. After a few years, he had a route of his 
own. Milk was collected from farms in Feeding 
Hills, bottled in the kitchen at the Otto home, and 
peddled out in Springfield. The houses were never 
locked, so Henry or his father would go in, put the 
bottles on the table, and take the money or tickets 
which were used then. The horse, named Kit, 
knew the route and would stop at all the right 
places. 


One day when Henry and his sister, May, were 
going to Feeding Hills to collect the cans of milk, 
it began to rain. Henry suggested they take the 
closed wagon, a one-horse cart with a top which 
had rain curtains to pull down on the sides. They 
went out to the farms and by the time they were 
coming back through Deep Gutter (North Street), 
it was almost dark under the trees which hung 
over the narrow dirt road, so they lit the lantern. 

There was a thump and something heavy land- 
ed on the roof. There was a scrabbling noise. They 
looked out and saw a big bobcat which had drop- 
ped off a tree limb and landed on the roof of the 
wagon. Henry said the cat intended to land on the 
horse’s back and that big cats were known to kill 
small deer. The horse was going along at a pretty

good clip and the cat missed its timing. Henry rat- 
tled some cans, creating a loud noise. The cat ran 
off into the woods. 

Henry and his sister went to school at Agawam 
Center. One day when he was 12 years-old, he was 
coming home from school on his bike and saw a 
large gray horse wandering down Main Street. He 
caught the horse and brought it up to Randall’s 
farm and asked if it belonged there. They said yes, 
and gave him a quarter for bringing it back. 


They asked if he wasn’t afraid of the big horse. 
He said no, because his father always had horses. 
They offered him a job afternoons after school. He 
went to work the next day, receiving $4 per week. 
The Randall Brothers farm was on the west side of 
Main Street, about where Route 57 now crosses. - 


The brothers, Clarence, Dick, and Ray, bought 
western horses which came in on the railroad and 
were unloaded in West Springfield. Many of the 
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old 


horses had been schooled in a different language 
and had to learn commands in English. Also, they 
hadn’t been taught to back up a load; spaces were 
so great out West that they were just driven 
around a circle. They weren’t used to noise. Henry 
would tie some of them out front of the house to 
let them get used to the sound of the trucks and 
trolley cars. 

Randall’s had a tobacco shed, 75-feet long, 
which they were using mostly for storing hay. 
They boarded all the mules for Hatheway Steane 
tobacco farms every winter for about four months 
until the next planting season. Mules would eat 
corn stalks as well as hay. 

One of Henry’s duties was to go on horseback 
to the post office at Agawam Center to get the 
mail. Randall’s had checks for the sale of horses. 

There was always plenty of activity going on to 
interest a young man like Henry Otto.

Ready To Move? Do 
You Buy Or Sell First? 


It’s time to move on... You've lived in the same 
house for 20 years—rebuilt the kitchen, added a 
family room, and watched your children grow up 
and leave one by one. 

If now is the time you plan to buy a new home, 
you’re about to face another set of challenges. Do 
you sell your current home first, and then buy a 
new one? Or do you buy your new one first, and 
then sell your old one? 

How about buying and selling at the same 
time? Sound confusing? Your first step is to con- 
tact an experienced real estate agent. He or she 
will provide information on viable options and 
what each one entails. 

If you sell first, you have the leisure of looking 
for anew home with a fixed understanding of your 
financial boundaries. Selling first also relieves 
anxiety about carrying two mortgages at the same 
time, and the fear of not getting a bank loan to 
finance your new house. 

The downside to selling first is that you'll need 
an interim place to stay—rental and storage costs 
can add up. If your relationship is good with the 
purchaser, and there’s flexibility on both sides, 
you may want to include a clause in the purchase 
and sales agreement about the right to postpone 
possession of the house until you close on your 
new one. 

If you decide to buy first, you can take advan- 
tage of a buying opportunity and still protect 
yourself. If people are eager to sell, you have the 
leverage to protect yourself in the purchase and 
sales agreement. Add a clause in the offer to pur- 
chase that states that your purchase is con- 
tingent on the sale of your old house and/or your 
ability to get a bank loan. This provision protects 
you from having to take on two mortgages or from 
being sued if you can’t sell your house or get a 
loan. 

If you are concerned about coming up with the 
down payment for your new home, apply for aloan 
against the equity in your old home. Again, you 
want to avoid paying two mortgages and struggl- 
ing with a down payment. Be aware that interest 
rates on these loans tend to be higher. 

Now, what if you buy and sell simultaneously? 
This may actually be your best bet. Walking this 
tight rope requires the use of a good real estate 
agent. Try to use the same agent for both transac- 
tions; once you build a trusting relationship, you 
can barter on commission fees. 

Still confused? A good agent will walk you 
through each option. It is her or his responsibility 
to help you get top dollar for your existing home, 
while negotiating a good price for your new one. 
Whether you decide to sell first, buy first, or do 
both at the same time, make a decision you can 
live with — one that will allow you to sleep at 
night, whatever house you’re in.

The Big E Needs Nearly 3,300 Employees 
To Run ‘‘The Great State Fair’’ 


Big E Will Pump 
About $47 Million 
To Area Economy 


The 1983 Big E will pump approximately $47 
million into the focal economy and provide tem- 
porary employment for nearly 3,300 area residents 
during the fair’s 12-day run, according to Eastern 
States Exposition President Wayne McCary. 

McCary said, “The 12 days of The Big E annual- 
ly infuse approximately $47 million into the local 
economy, a result of monies spent in the 
hospitality industry and its amalgamated ex- 
hibitors, 4-H club and FFA members and approx- 
imately one million fairgoers, many of whom stay 
in the area for several days.” 

The Big E also provides jobs, temporarily 
employing close to 3,300 area residents as office, 
parking, maintenance and crowd control person- 
nel and as salespersons, cooks, general laborers, 
wait persons, kitchen help and game attendants 
in the Magic Midway area. 

According to McCary, fair income of approx- 
imately $7 million, derived from many sources in- 
cluding exhibitors fees, ticket and parking 
revenues and sponsorships, reverts to the local 
economy when Fair officials purchase supplies 
and services from area businesses and hire area 
residents for temporary employment. 


Other factors contributing to The Big E’s 
economic impact, but not included in this market 
study are:_increased business at retail stores; 
local home and property owners who allow 
fairgoers to park automobiles on their land; and 
increased business for firms who generate in- 
quiries by exhibiting at the Fair. 

The $47 million tally is for The Big E alone and 
does not include the more than 100 events held at 


the 175-acre facility throughout the year, which’ 


also contribute to the local economy. 

In order to maintain, improve and provide a safe 
facility to stage events throughout the year, the 
Exposition depends on the services of the Town 
of West Springfield. In 1992, the Exposition paid 
$174,132 for police and fire services and $28,280 
for licenses, fees and inspectors’ services. In ad- 
dition, over $208,000 was paid to the Town in 
taxes.

Two Businesses 
Relocating To 
Agawam I-Park 


The Agawam Regional Industrial Park will soon 
be home to two new businesses as Westmass 
Area Development Corporation once again begins 
to actively market the Town’s largest Industrial 
Park. 

ILS Business Services, a printing and bulk mail- 
ing business will move from its present location 
on North Westfield Street to its new 6,800 square 
foot building in late fall. Owners Robert and Irene 
Scalise cite space needs and rental costs as the 
motivation behind seeking their own building in 
the Park.

A joint groundbreaking was held on July 28th 
on the site of the new ILS facility.

Five A Day 
Keeps The Doctory Away 


Mom always said, “Eat your vegetables!” She 
was smart, because the National Cancer Institute 
says eating five fruits and vegetables a day can 
cut your risk of developing cancer. 

Fruits and vegetables are packed with the an- 
tioxidant nutrients beta-carotene (the plant 
derivative for vitamin A) and vitamin C. Both pro- 
tect our cells from naturally-occurring cancer 
causing chemicals in our bodies called “free 
radicals.” Each day, our cells are constantly 
under attack by “free radicals.” Beta-carotene 
and vitamin C sit around our cells and sponge up 
the free radicals when they attack. 

The Recommended Dietary Allowance (USRDA) 
for vitamin C is 60 milligrams (mg). However, 
research shows that levels of 250 to 500 mg are 
safe and may be more effective tn reducing your 
tisk of disease. The amount of beta carotene you 
need is based on the RDA for vitamin A - 5,000 IU 
(international units). Check the chart below to see 
if you’re eating enough. 

If five fruits and vegetables a day seems like 
more than you can swallow, break it down to one

THE MOVIES

—The Fugitive 

Harrison Ford is Dr. Kimball, and Tommy Lee 
Jones is diligent federal marshall Girard in the big 
screen version of the TV classic The Fugitive. 

It’s riveting from the word go, opening with the 
almost surrealistic murder of the good doctor’s 
wife by the mysterious one-armed man. As the 
system tries and convicts an innocent man, fate 
steps in—by way of a spectacular train wreck—to 
free our hero long enough to unmask the real 
killer against all odds. 

It’s a fast-paced adventure, with Ford moving 
from distraught to disbelieving, from baffled to 
belligerent as he assembles the pieces, staying 
sometimes only half a step ahead of his diligent 
pursuers. 

Two hours flies by like two minutes, and even 
when the story borders on the improbable (Ford’s 
seemingly suicidal plunge over a spillway), it 
nonetheless holds our attention fast. 

As good as Ford is, Jones is even better as the 
cold-blooded investigator who “doesn’t care” 
about anything except getting his man. 

Jones performance is slick, tight, and so finely 
tuned that he is not just an actor in the part, he is 
the part. 

Without giving away the intricate details, suf- 
fice it to say The Fugitive delivers. 


—RHeart and Souls 

Heart and Souls has not quite opened yet, but a 
sneak peek at this film was enough to make me 
want to see it a second time (and maybe more). 

Robert Downey, Jr. (late of the film Chaplin) is 
the uptight yuppie executive whose inability to 
commit to a relationship may cost him the woman 
he loves. But | digress. 

The story starts many years before all that, with 
four lives converging on a bus headed into obli- 
vion. As those souls rise to heaven, they are 
sidetracked and become the guardian angels to 
(you guessed it) the newborn version of Downey. 


They are his invisible friends for some seven 
years, before they realize they are causing their 
beloved child more problems than they resolve. 
They then fade into silence and he, disillusioned, 
becomes reclusive, untrusting, and insecure. 

How to remedy the problem? That’s the 
delightful, improbable, wonderfully romantic, and 
highly sentimental resolution to the story. 

In the tradition of other late, great stories of 
ghosts and guardian angels, this brings to mind 
such classics as The Ghost and Mrs. Muir, Portrait 
of Jennie, Enchanted Cottage, Heaven Can Wait ... you 
get the idea. 

It is filled with laughter, tears, romance, and 
blatantly pulls at the heartstrings. See it once, 
maybe twice—or, if you dare, pair it with the 
equally marvelous, equally delightful Sleepless In 
Seattle, and bring a box of Kleenex per picture. 
You'll need them. 


—My Boyfriend’s Back 
On the flip side is the dimwitted, teen-targeted 
My Boyfriend’s Back, about-a high school nerd 
whose crush on a beautiful coed leads him to 
stage a robbery and gets him killed in the process: 
ever fear, however; the nerd rises from the 
dead with the hope of taking his beloved dream 
girl to the prom. It’s a tough task since his body’s 
decaying and pieces of him (an ear, his nose, an 

arm) are falling off. Not funny. 


—Meteor Man : 

Meteor Man is the low-budget version of every 
superhero movie ever made. Mild-mannered black 
man in tough neighborhood gets hit by a meteor 
and is endowed with superpowers. Friends and 
neighbors see him as a savior; the bad guys just 
want him out of the way. 

With a cast drawn from every black TV comedy 
series of the past decade, a marginal script, and 
“D” movie style (‘‘B” movie classification is too 
good), Meteor Man seems more like a bad Saturday 
morning cartoon. Save that $6.75 for another film.

TV-57 Asking Viewers

WGBY is asking viewers to “Stand up and be 
counted by August 31st!” which marks the end of 
the fiscal year for western New England’s public 
television station. _ : ; 

“This is a very Critical time of year for us,’”’ said 
WGBY General Manager Steven Bass. “Because 
our region continues to face tough economic 
times, WGBY counts on member dollars more 
than ever to continue to bring viewers quality pro- 
gramming and to make new programs possible. 

The station must raise over $300,000 in member 
contributions by midnight, August 31st in order to 
end the fiscal year on target.

Hype Havoc 


Once in a while comes a film or two that, during 
their release runs, we are bombarded with an ex- 
traordinary amount of promotional hype, thus 
making the films seem larger than life. Unfor- 
tunately, these films do not usually deliver the 
status promised. 


* Ghost 

Director: Jerry Zucker. 1990. Rated PG-13. 1 hour 
and 45 minutes. Starring: Patrick Swayze, Demi Moore, 
Whoopi Goldberg, and Tony Goldwyn. 

How can we ever forget the immortal (no pun in- 
tended!) Ghost? The theatrical trailer must have 
run a hundred times a night on various stations. 
Granted, the film was not absolutely awful, but 
certainly did not prove to be anything phenomenal 
to warrant maximum media exposure. 


The storyline was quite engrossing and the ac- 
ting was commendable, especially by the funny 
Whoopi Goldberg. Aside from a few notorious 
editing flaws (such as the pottery scene, where 
the couple miraculously becomes bathed after be- 
ing covered with mud), the film also moved much 
too slowly. 


The most intense scenes in the film were those 
involving Moore’s experiences with her spiritual 
lover. AS engrossing as these powerful scenes 
were, they lose their strength via repetition. Simp- 






ly put, the producers relied much too heavily upon. . 


these scenes to hold the audience’s attention, 
and by the close of the film they are no longer ef- 
fective. 


Ghost is worth viewing and has the potential to 
appeal to an audience; it’s just that the hype 
made it out to be something it was far from— 
phenomenal entertainment. 

Ghost is one of those rare films that you will 
either love or hate, and provides no happy 
medium. 2% STARS. (Mature audiences.)

Rated R. 1 hour 
and 51 minutes. Starring: Kurt Russell, Ray Liotta, 
Madeleine Stowe, and Roger E. Mosley. 

I'm quite sure that you all have seen the trailer 
for Unlawful Entry at least once. This film is 
another example of extreme hype for a film that 
plainly doesn’t deserve it. 

The story is obviously nothing we haven’t seen 
a multitude of times in recent years; there’s the 
good guy, the good guy’s woman, and the very 
bad bad guy. Sound familiar? It should! 

To further shock you, the story deals with the 
bad guy using the good guy's love to torment the 
good guy. Now, folks, you must agree that thisis a 
ney detailed and meticulously scripted story— 


The performances in this film are quite flat. 
Aside from a few chilling scenes from Liotta, the 
film drags; consequently, Liotta’s performance 
does nothing more than remind us of how good 
this film could have been. 

The grand finale is utterly absurd and leaves 
you with the familiar “yeah, right!” feeling of 
discontent over the farfetched conclusion. 

Entirely dependent upon what type of film you 
compare it to, Un/awful Entry is not a total bomb. It 
is just another in a long line of overhyped, 
mediocre films.

The trouble with a vacation is that you really 
never have enough of it, no matter how long 
you've been away from whatever it is that you do 
normally. My husband and | have just returned 
from a great one, opting to spend our time in- 
vestigating the historical sites in and around 
Boston. 

Mid-week, we presented ourselves at Long 
Wharf, next to the Boston Aquarium, for a day trip 
to Provincetown aboard the Provincetown Il. 
Among the advertised features of the trip were 
various entertainments and, to my delight, a resi- 
dent chef. 

My husband was prepared for the high seas. |, 
however, was prepared to pass some of the time 
in the galley, in deep conversation with the chef. 

OYSTERS BROILED ON THE HALF SHELL 
Serves 4 
12 large fresh oysters in the shell, (or 12 or 
more shucked oysters, and buttered ovenproof 
shell-shaped individual dishes to hold 3 or 

4 id 
3 to 4 tablespoons butter in a small saucepan 
1 tablespoon finely minced shallots or scallions 
The strained juice of 2 lemon 
Salt and pepper 
About 2 cup of fine crumbs from homemade 

type fresh white bread 

Open the oysters, keeping meat and juices in 
curved half of the shell; arrange on foil in a baking 
dish, bedding them solidly (with rock salt or 
crumbled aluminum foil) to prevent tipping. Melt 
butter, add shallots or scallions, and stir over 
moderate heat for 2 minutes without browning. 

Remove from heat, and stir in the lemon juice, a 
big pinch of salt, and a grind or two of pepper. 
Spread % tablespoon of crumbs over each oyster, 
and top with % teaspoon of the butter mixture. 

At serving time*, set under a moderately hot 
broiler for 2 minutes or so, watching carefully, to 
brown crumbs lightly and heat the oysters 
through. Serve immediately. 

*May be prepared an hour or so in advance; 
cover and refrigerate.

As we were preparing to leave on the shuttle 
boat that would bring us to Commonwealth Pier 
where the Provincetown II was docked, there was 
an announcement that Chef Joseph was no doubt 
hard at work preparing breakfast items for all of 
us. | could scarcely wait to get started.

After boarding the larger ship, a triple decked 
vessel, and sailing out of Boston Harbor, | sug- 
gested that we wander down to the galley to sam- 
ple some of the breakfast delicacies. Such were 
the pictures in my mind of fluffy omelets and 
warm croissants, and maybe a really good cup of 
coffee. 

SCALLOPS AND SWEET PEPPERS 
Serves 4 
Marinade 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
2 tablespoons finely chopped shallot (about 1 
shallot) 
1 tablespoon olive oil or salad oil 
1 tablespoon water 
1/8 teaspoon salt 
Dash of pepper 


1 pound fresh or frozen sea scallops (thawed, 
if frozen} 

1 medium red and/or yellow sweet pepper 

1 cup fresh sea pods 


For marinade: In a small mixing bowl, combine all 
marinade ingredients. 

To prepare seafood: Cut any large scallops in 
half. Place scallops in a plastic bag set into a 
deep bow!. Pour marinade over scallops in bag. 
Seal bag and turn scallops to coat well. Marinate 
in the refrigerator for 1 to 2 hours, turning bag oc- 
casionally. 

To prepare mixture: Tear off a 36 x 18-inch piece 
of heavy foil. Fold in half to make a double 
thickness of foil that measures 18 x 18-inches. 
Place scallop and vegetable mixture with 
marinade in the center of the foil.

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Bring up two opposite edges of foil and seal 
with a double fold. Then fold remaining ends to. 
completely enclose the scallops and vegetables, 
leaving space for steam to build. 

Grill foil packets on the grill rack of an un- 
covered grill directly over medium coals about 25 
minutes or until scallops turn opaque, turning 
once. 

Serve scallops and vegetables with a slotted 
spoon.

My husband, who will eat anything at any time 
of the day or night, inquired about the availablility 
of pizza, which set Joe into a tizzy. Ignoring my 
husband, Joe explained to me that it was just too 
confusing to serve pizza in the morning. Two 
o'clock, no sooner. | thought he would weep at the 
notion of pizza at 11:00 a.m. | nearly wept at the 
thought of poneumag my bagel. 

CRAB CAKES 

Makes Eight 3-0z. Crabcakes 

1 pound lump crabmeat, drained of excess fluid 
1 teaspoon Old Bay seasoning 
4 tablespoons mayonnaise 
3 ounces bread crumbs 
3% ounces Monterey Jack cheese, shredded 
1 tablespoon baking powder 
2 whole eggs 
3 tablespoons fresh chopped parsley 
1% ounces finely diced green pepper 
1 ounce finely diced celery 
% ounce finely sliced scallion greens 

Add Old Bay seasoning and mayonnaise to 
crabmeat and mix lightly. 

Quickly wilt" pepper, celery, and scallion 
greens. Mix lightly with parsley and bread 
crumbs. 

Add cheese, baking powder, and eggs, and 
combine well. Do NOT overmix. 

Broil cakes until golden and heated through. 

Half cook so vegetables are still crunchy, but 
not raw.

Follow- 
ing a fire that destroyed the original restaurant, 
Joy McNulty and her family rebuilt the old fishing 
shack and have earned a substantial reputation 
based on excellent service and some of the best 
seafood dishes in the business. 
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Don’t expect Jimmy’s Harborside or Anthony’s 
Pier 4; the atmosphere is casual, with a dining 
room downstairs and a deck upstairs, both of 


. which offer a spectacular view of the Pro- 


vincetown harbor. 
TIM’S CLAM CHOWDER 

Makes 9 Cups 
1 ounce butter 
% pound onions, diced medium 
% pound potatoes, in %” dice 
1 pound large sea clams 
23 oz. clam juice from can or jar 
1 pint clam juice, fresh 
Ye teaspoon white pepper and salt to taste, 

if needed 
12 ounces milk 
3 ounces light cream 
Roux: 5 ounces butter and 5 ounces all-purpose 

lour 

In a soup pot, melt the butter and saute the 
onions on medium heat (do not brown) until they 
are translucent. 

Add the potatoes, clams, juice, and white pep- 
per. 

Turn heat to high and bring to a boil. In ase- 
cond pot (four roux), melt the butter and with a 
wire whip, stir in the flour. Cook on low heat while 
the other pot is coming to a boil. 

After the first pot is boiling and the potatoes are 
cooked, stir in the roux. (Whenever a roux is used, 
whatever is added to must come back to a boil or 
it will go rancid.) Bring it back to a boil and then 
remove it from the stove to cool. 

Heat the milk and cream on the side and then 
add it to the chowder, or add the hot liquid to the 
cold cream until the cream is of equal 
temperature and then add it back to the hot soup. 
This is called “tempering.” 

Chef’s note: When a stock of sauce is thicken- 
ed with a roux, it must also be cooled properly. 
Leave stock or sauce on acooling rack or pie rack 
of some sort until it can be stored in the refriger- 
tor. This is especially the case when working with 
light cream rather than heavy cream or milk. This 
will keep in the refrigerator for 4 days.

We forgot about Joe and savored the 
smells and tastes in this wonderful place.

The dining room inside The 
Lobster Pot is small, the tables close together. 
Not long after the arrival of the chowder, a couple 
was seated next to us. After their arrival, | had no 
problem enduring the wait for lunch.

Her escort, 
despite having his head as close to shaved as you 
can get, looked suspiciously like a blond-haired 
Roy Scheider. Fortunately for all of us, our lun- 
ches arrived before | felt compelled to hum a few 
bars from Jaws to test my theory.

Board Adjusts Upland Game Seasons 

The Massachusetts Fisheries and Wildlife 
Board has voted to modify the state’s upland 
game hunting regulations beginning in the fall of 
4994. ; 


The new regulations involve elimination of 
December hunting of ruffed grouse; reduction of 
the bag limit on quail from five birds/day to four 
birds/day; and adjustment of the opening day so 
that upland hunting seasons would begin 
together on the Saturday after Columbus Day. 

it was further suggested that wood- 
cock—which also prefer young woodiands as 
their favored habitat—be managed to coincide 
with the other upland game seasons. 

The Board voted to accept the Division’s recom- 
mendations, but as the management of woodcock 
is subject to federal guidelines which will not be 
available until late August, they postponed con- 
sideration of woodcock regulations until the 
August meeting to be held at Minutemen Voca- 
tional Technical High School on August 26th. 
Trappers Save Town From Beaver Overpopulation 

It should come as no surprise to learn that an 
animal rights group has given false and unreliable 
information or that it didn’t keep a promise. 

According to a story in the NW Pennsylvania & 
SW New York Ourdoors Magazine and a letter 
reprinted in that magazine from Tom Hayes of the 
Massachusetts Trappers Association, Friends of 
Animals, in 1988, talked the town of Chelmsford, 
Massachusetts into an ordinance banning the 
trapping of beaver in that community. The Friends 
of Animals promised, according to Hayes, that if 
there were problems with the beaver, they would 
be there to help. However, when the problems did 
arise, they did not show up at the town meeting or 
the public hearing. 

In four years, the beaver population of 
Chelmsford increased from about 30 to more than 
300. Results were flooded cellars, town drinking 
water wells closed, roads flooded, and many other 
things. With no help in sight from the “Friends,” 
the Trappers Association was called on for help. 
One hundred beaver were trapped the’ first 
season, and more will be removed next year.
